IMPORTANT CORRESPONDENCE PASSES BE- 
TWEEN THE TWO GENTLEMEN.

Mr. Powderly Thought, When He Conferred 
with Mr. Gould, that the Strike Difficulty 
Would Be Submitted to Arbitration as Soon 
as Posaible—Mr. Gould Replies Sarcastically 
and Blames Mr. Powderly for the Whole 
Strike—Very Interesting Letters. 

New York, April 15.—The following cor- 
respondence has passed between T. V. Pow- 
derly, General Master Workman of the Knights 
of Labor, and Jay Gould, President of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad Company: 


Powderly to Gould. 
Zo Jay Gould, Eeq., President Missouri Pacific 
Railroad: 


DEAR Sik: The events of the past forty-eight 
hours must have demonstrated to you the ab- 
solute necessity of bringing this terrible strug- 
gie in the Southwest to a speedy termination, 


You have the power, the authority and the 
means to bringthe striketoanend. Ihave 
done eve ing in my power to end the strife. 
The lemen associated with me on 
neral Executive -Board of the 
Knights have done the same. Every- 
consistent with honor d 
manhood has been done in the interest of 
eace, No false notions of pride or dignity 
ve swayed us in our dealings with you or 
the gentiemen associated with you. In the 
conference with you on Sunday, March 28, I 
understood you to mean that arbitration 
would be eed to. The only method of 
arbitration that was discussed was in line 
with that 5 in the letter which I 
sent you in the name of our board. The 
day previous there was nothing particular 
agreed upon, as you well know. You said 
that, in arbitrating the matter, the damage 
sustained by the company during the strike 
ought to receive consideration. I said to you 
that it would not be the part of wisdom to 
ee that question up in the settlement of the 
e. 

When I called upon you again that evening, 
~~ had prepared, as the result of your un- 

- of the morning's interview, a 
letter which you intended to give tome. That 
letter included & telegram to be sent to Mr. 
Hoxie, and in that telegram you said that the 
damage sustained by the company would be a 
proper subject for the arbitration board to 
discuss. The latter part of the letter or tele- 

am you agreed to strike off after we had 

alked the matter over for some time, and 1 
lett as you were about to go to your room to 
rewrite the letter which you afterwards placed 
inthe hands of Mr. McDowell to be given to 
me, for I had to leave at that time in order to 
keep an appointment at the hotel where 1 
stopped. The statement which you have 
since then made, to the effect that you had 
prepared that letter before I called, is 

NOT QUITE CORRECT, 

or if you did have it prepared, you changed it 
after we talked the matter over. ThisI be- 
lie ve you will admit to be true. 

In the conference held between the members 
of our Executive Board and the directors of 
the Missouri Pacific Company at 195 Broadway, 
on March 30, you said to me that you under- 
stood me to say that the men along your lines 
would be ordered back to work at once, they 
having violated the rules of our organization. 
I then reiterated the statement which I mad 
to I and now repeat it: : 

: e men along the lines of your railways 
can be ordered back to work; but if they are 
given to understand that they are deserted, 

hat we do not take any interest in them, it 
will not in any way matters; on the con- 
220 will make things worse. There are, 
all along the roads out there, a great many 
mien who have no regard for organization or 
; men of hardy spirit, ene and . 
men as Nave left the East 
up their homes in a wild T. as 
is, will not submit as quiétly as the ngen they 
have left behind in the East. They are apt to 
do rasher things than they would do else- 
where, and I have no doubt we have some of 
them in our order;in fact my experience with 
the men of that vast section leads me to think 
that the men on both sides out there are more 
dare-devilish than they arein the East. Even 
the business men ofthat country are of that 
stamp of character.’’ 

Both youand Mr. Hopkins heard me make 
that statement, and I believe the latter agreed 
that that was his experience. The danger of 
the strike spreading was also discussed, and I 
said to you that it would not spread; that an 
effort had been made to have the men of the 
Union Pacific take up a part ofit, but that 
the Knights of Labor of that road had a stand- 
ing (“ro with the management of the 
road that there was to be notrouble or strike 
until the last effort to a settlement had failed, 
and not then until the court of last resort had 
been reached. When I made that statement 
Mr. Hopkins remarked that they had 

BETTER STRIKE THEN, 
for it they did not the Union Pacific would 
not much longer have sufficient money to pay 
their employes. The impression made on me 
was that you would be pleased to see a strike 
take place on the Union Pacific. 

This, I believe, covers the chief points of 
discussion. I did not hear either you or Mr. 
Hopkins say thatthe present troubles Hong 
your road would not be arbitrated with the 
men who were not at work. It was my firm 
belief when I left you that night that 4 
meant to have the entire affair submitted to 
arbitration at thefirst possible moment. That 
belief is shared by Mr. McDowell who was 
present during the entire interview. When 
you sent the te am to Mr. Hoxie you sent it 
as President of the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
Company. You sent itasthe chief sends his 
message to an Inferior officer, and it meant as 
much to asensible man as the most impéra- 
tive order could possibly mean. When 1, as 
the chief officer of the Knights of Labor, send 
a message such as that, it is understood to bo 
my wishes, and those wishes are respected by 
the subordinate officer to whom they are sent.

This certainly 
moans war, but it is a war between legitimate 
capital, honest enterprise and honest labor on 
the one hand, and illegitimate wealth on the 
other hand. Thisisawarin which we court 
the fullest investigation of our acts. you 
dare to do the same? 

This war means no further strikes; no 
shedding of blood; it is a war in which every 
business man, every commercial man, every 
K man, every workingman will be 
nvited to enlist. It will not bea war upon 
the innocent, and the battlefield upon which 
it will be fought out will be before two courts 
—of law, and that which makes law, public 
opinion. There will be no mobs in this 
supreme hour to silence any man’s opinion. 
No converts will be made by any physical 
force. ‘‘That flag which floats over press 
or mansion at the b dding ofa mob disgraces

A TORY CROWD. 


THE MEETING OF THE ANTI-HOME-RULE 


Special Dispatch. 

Lorpor, April 15.—Her Majesty’s Theater 
was ‘fairly filled last night by perhaps 3,000 
people. Descriptions of the crowd 
at the meeting In the morning papers 
were exaggerated. From the press tables it 
seemed crowdedin every part, but up-stairs 
several large galleries were only half full. 
I¢ must not be regarded as 3 
coalition meeting ot both parties. 
It was purely a Tory gathering. Half of the 
audience was ladies. Admission was by ticket. 
Every Liberal sentiment and allusion to Glad- 
stoneand other Liberals was received with 
hisses and groans. The scene of the evening 
was the opening of Hartington’s speech. His 
incidental use of the words, ‘‘Prime 
Minister,’’ for the first time, brought 
down a prolonged chorus of pells, 
hoots, cat calls and hisses. Above the tu- 
mult, eyery now and then, one shriller voice 
would launch abusive or insulting epithets at 
Gladstone’s name. 

HARTINGTON WAS READY FOR THIS GENTLEMAN. 

He said, deliberately emphasizing every 
word and speaking with dignity and perfect 
self-control: ‘‘I hope I may appeal to you 
not to make the task which I 
have before me more difficnit than it is, by in- 
dulging in any manifestations of disrespect to 
one whom I shall always admire and revere as 
the leader of a great party, who, in my 
opinion (I do not expect you all to agree 
with me), has conferred great advantages 
on the country, and who at this moment, in 
my judgment—although I am bound to differ 
from him—is actuated by feelings as noble and 
as honest as any that have ever inspired the 
conduct of an English statesman.’’ This sen- 
tence took him several minutes to 
deliver between bursts of hos- 
tile noise and hissing at every 
few words. Hartington pursued his way with 
perfect calmness, not sacrificing a single word 
of tribute to his great leader friend, ana evi- 
dently determined not to do so if it cost him 
the whole speech. Itwasafine exhibition of 
pluck. When the last word was 
clearly uttered there was a frank 
outburst of applause heard and 
cheers. The speech contained only the 
familiar arguments fairly well put. 

Salisbury is rapidly growing stout and dis 
style is more suitable to the House of Lords 
than the public platform, but he received a 
naturally tremendous reception. His speech 
was the strongest invective yet heard against 
the bill,

either in argument or oratory. The following 
peroration is typical ot the style and tone of 
the whole speech.

Your enemies in every part of the world will 
be looking on what you do with exultation. 
Your friends, your supporters and your parti- 
pans will view it with shame, with confusion 
and with dismay in ever quarter of the globe. 

Goschen’s was the really most successful 
speech of the meeting. The following pas- 
sage roused the enthusiasm ofthe audience to 
the highest pitch. It may be cried that the 
desperadoes who bore some little part in 
lifting the curtain which hid the form of 
Justice to Ireland, will be at their cruel work 
again, but civillan England will be 
as steady under the threats of vengeance as 
her soldiers are steady in thefield. People 
talk about our houses being set on fire; if so, 
Oapt. Shaw will have to put them out. Others

FOUR THOUSAND TAILORS IN MILWAUKEE 
ON A STRIKE. 


The Employes’ and Employers’ Scales—More 
Street-Car Troubles in New York—The Balti- 
{ more *‘Bob-Tail’’ Men Tie Up—Labor News. 


MILWAUKEE, April 15.—The largest strike 
ever known in Milwaukee has been inaug- 
urated by the Shop Tailors’ Union. Over 4,000 
operatives are affected, although a large mi- 
nority of these have no interest in the strike, 
and are, in fact, opposed to it. The strike is 
to secure the adoption of a new scale of prices, 
mention of which was made in these dis- 
patches. All the wholesale establishments in 
the city are affected by the strike. Outside of 
the members of the Shop Tailors’ Union, isa 
large number of single hands, men and 
women, who take work direct from the whole- 
sale dealers. This class, it is claimed, make 
on an average more money than the shop 
workers, and is, therefore, not in sympathy 
with the strike. They have all quit work, 


however, from fear of violence on the part of 
the strikers. There seems, so far as can be 
learned by interviews with the wholesale deal- 
ers, no likelihood of any compromise, and after 
the usual exhilaration and excitement of the 
inception of a strike, both sides will settle 
down to a stubborn test of which is the 
strongest. 


No Tie-Up. 
NEw YORK, April 15.—As yet there has been 
no ‘‘tie-up’’ onthe Third avenue street car 
line. The Empire Protection Association held 
an all-night meeting in a hall at the corner of 


Eighty-seventh street and Madison avenue. 
The association held a strong meeting. The 
question under discussion was the advisability 
of ordering a ‘‘tie-up’’ on the Third avenue 
line. The association wants seven non-Union 
men now in the employ of the company dis- 
charged.

Mr. POWDERLY’s plain-spoken utter - 
ances against strikes and in favor of ar- 
bitration are accepted in good faith by 
public sentiment as the expression of his 
convictions and asthe indications of his 
official policy in managing the organiza- 
tion of the Knights of Labor. But his let- 
ter to Jay GOULD will be understood as a 
declaration that the presentstrike is to be 
continued. 

If this is to be the case, we have just one 
emphatic opinion to express, and that is 
that the strike shall be limited strictly to 
the Missouri Pacific system. For more 
than a month the business interests of the 
producers and consumers of the West 
and of the merchants of St. Louis have 
been injured by the extension of the strike 
to roads and corporations against which 
the men had no grievance, which had no 
affiliation with Jay GOULD, which were not 
implicated in any violation of any agree- 
ment, and which were honestly and regu- 
larly fulfilling their function of common 
carriers. While this loss has been endured 
as a temporary evil, it would beunendur- 
able, it would mean wide-spread ruin and 
bankruptcy if it were to be considered 
as permanent, or if it were to be 
indefinitely continued. The public senti- 
ment, which is based on justice and which 
is the ultimate arbiter of all public ques- 
tions, willbe unanimous in demanding 
that if the strike is to be made permanent 
it shall be limited strictly tothe corpora- 
tion against which complaint is made, and 
that it shall not be wrested from its pur- 
pose to injure the business prosperity of 
the country.

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UNLUCKY NOBILITY, 

The Earl of Kenmare, an Irish land- 
lord, whose estates overlook the Lakes 
of Killarney, and who has been supposed 
to possess enormous wealth, complains of 
grievous impoverishment through inabil- 
ity to collect rents from his Irish tenants. 
The noble Earl, according to his own 
statement, is reduced to such straits that 
he is compelled to rent out certain princely 
property which he owns on the Continent 
and take a cheap house in London. 

No rightly constituted person is insensi- 
ble to the pathos of fallen greatness, and 
the woes of this Earl appeal strongly 
to the sympathies of the public. It 
would be sad indeed if a further 
curtailment of his worldly possessions 
should finally force him into the 
vulgar activities of the cornfield, or com- 
pel him to seek a precarious livelihood by 
grinding out Sweet Violets’’ and other 
melodies from the inner deeps of a hand- 
organ. Under British traditions a noble- 
manisapartof the system of nature, 
and the idea that he should make a living 
by work violates a principle of conserva- 
tism whichis the growth of centuries, 
The ancient notion that a lord must do 
no work except in the way of 
manly sport ( spoils many good trades- 
men in making poor noblemen. The 
Earl of Kenmare should come to America, 
where he could avail himself of the sur- 
rounding industrial possibilities without 
staining his gentility in the American es- 
timation. He could find here railroads 
with vacancies created by striking brake- 
men, restaurants that need waiters, flat- 
boats that need ferrymen and turbulent 
city wards that need political leaders. 
The Irish landlord should not despair; 
there is still a future before him.

CHAMBERLAIN’S CARD, 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN has sent to this coun- 
try a written statement of his objections 
to GLADSTONE’s bill. The statement is a 
remarkable muddle of self-contradic- 
tions. He objects to the bill, first, as a 
scheme for the disruption of the United 
Kingdom, and mentions United Germany 
as ‘‘a silent protest against an attempt to 
split into fragments the present or- 
ganization of the United Kingdom.”

THE WIFE'S STORY. 


MRS. BRECKENRIDGE TAKES THE STAND 
IN HER OWN DEFENSE. 


Dramatic Scene in the Probate Court—A Fam 
ily Quarrel Growing Out of a Dispute Abou 
Shirts—How Mrs. B. Was Taken to an In- 
sane Asylum—The Witness Explains a Sen- 
sational Attempt at Suicide—A Sad Chapter 


Mrs. Julia Breckenridge against whom pro- 
ceedings in lunacy are in progress, held the 
stand in the Probate Court all 
day, the morning session being devoted 
to her direct examination. The small court- 
room was crowded, every chair and bench be- 
ing taken and probably two dozen persons 
standing ina fringe along the walls. Mrs. 
Breckenridge made an interesting witness. 
Her speech was calm, to an extent musical, 
and as clear as crystal. The elegance of her 
language was really charming to the listeners; 
her demeanor was serene, and in her speech 
and action she manifested wonder- 
ful self- possession. The position 
in which she was placed must have been a try- 
ing ordeal, tor she is evidently a most sensi- 
tive woman, and the hills and furrows of her 
features, the strong lines that care 
and depression work into the  hu- 
man face are prominently and un- 
mistakably marked in her countenance. 
Her eyes, which are black, have the small,

She 
made her boys’ clothing until they were 12 
ears of age, and took care of her children. 
he said she never had any difficulty with her 
father, as her sons had testified. She never 
called him a liar, nor did he ever swear in her 
resence. When her father was ill, just be- 
ore his death, a nurse was employed to care 
for him, as Mrs. Breckenridge was engaged 
in the care of the house. She was 
reminded by her counsel, Mr. Lee 
that her sons had said she accused 
her husband of killing her father. She said 
she had only said that had her husband been 
athome atthe time she thought her father 
would have had better care.

They are making no attempt to work at night 
still being short the six crews usually worke 
by them at night. They claim, however, to be 
able to handle all the business now 
doing with their day force, and that there is 
no need for working at night. The men in the 
Wabash passenger yards at Twenty-second 
street have all returned to work, the Knights 
of Labor ordering them back, but the Missouri 
Pacific is not securing many men in their 
yards. A large number of the strikers have 
eft the city in search of work elsewhere. 


North St. Louis Yards. 

The prospects of an early end of the troubles 
of the striking switchmen at the North St. 
Louis yards of the W., St. L. 4 F. R. 
R. are brightening. Unless another 
hitch occurs, and this feature is ‘hot 
probable, the men will be back to work to- 
night or to-morrow.

Deputy United States Marshal Erwin Mur- 
dered in the Choctaw Nation. 

Fort Surrn, Ark., April 15.—Deputy Marshal 
Wim. Erwin was assassinated in the Choctaw 
Nation, on Tuesday evening, 6 miles from 
this place. The circumstances show this mur- 
der to be one of the most horrible of the 
many bloody deeds recently perpetrated in 
this wild country, whither outlaws congregate 
and fugitives flee from all parts of the world. 


Erwin left here two weeks with write for 
Indian Territory criminals, over which the 
U nited States Court at Fort Smith has jurisdic- 
tion. ae those for whom he had writs 
was Felix Griffing, a notorious outlaw,charged 
with murder, horse-stealing, highway robbery 
and various other crimes.

killing him instantly. Five more shots were 
fired, and Erwin’s body was carried about 
fifty yards before it feli from his horse. Grif- 
fing was then released by these men, sup-

TRAVELING BY CABLE. 


Operation Commenced by the Cable Line 
This Morning. 

The Managers of the Cable Road departed 
from their habit of postponement and kept 
their promise to begin operations this morn- 
ing. Thesprinkling of the road and prepar- 
ing it for active work was commenced shortly 
after midnight, and before daybreak this 
morning the line of road was in 
cap-a-pie order, and the cars were 
ready for running. Six cars were 


stationed at the western terminus 
ofthe line near the Narrow Gauge Road on 
Morgan street, and at 6 o’clock the first car 
was on the down-town track, and the clang of 
the gong gave the signal for the start. Early 


as the hour was, there was a throng of people 


gathered at the starting point, and the first 
train was filled with passengers. The first car 
moved cautiously and slowly, giving constant 
alarms to provide against accident, and the 
clang, clang of the gong awakened the 
sleepers on the line ot the road, 
bringing hundreds of people to the 
windows and attracting crowds to the cross- 
ings and line of tracks. No attempt was made 
to run rapidly, but due regard was paid to 
prudence. Six trains, composed of a coach 
and the grip-car, were started about ten min- 
utes apart, and every train was loaded. Every 
seat inside was filled, the aisles were filled 
and persons were hanging to the platform and 
steps. The first car h not reached Locust 
street and Sixth before a crowd had collected 
at that point, and before 8 o’clock the crowd 
was immense, biockading the sidewalks and 
streets between Sixth and Seventh, so that the 
cars could scarcely move. Along the entire 
line people were leaning out of windows 
and were standing on the sidewalks watching 
the novel sight of trains running with no 
motive power in sight. The cars run smoothly 
and without hitch on the tracks of the cable. 
They were interfered with, however, by foot 
assengers and vehicles attempting to use the 
cks as a thoroughfare. When it was demon- 
strated that the tracks and cable and grips 
were in good order, the number of trains was 
increased and the time between them was 
shortened. The time ofthe first cars this 
morning from the western terminus to Sixth 
street, was about half an hour.

THE REVOLUTIONARY LEADER OF ECUADOR 
IN ENFORCED RETIREMENT. 


A Political and Social Sensation at Guayaquil 
—The Scion of a Distinguished Family Com- 
mits a Big Theft—The Youth Exonerated by 
Alfaro. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaton. 

New Yorx, April %.—A morning paper pub- 
lishes the following correspondence from 
Guayaquil, Ecuador, under date of March 16. 
The star of Eloy Alfaro, the reyolutionary 
leader and former ally of Veintemilla, is not 
in the ascendent just now. Ne has been living 
in enforced retirement at Lima since the fall - 
ure of his attempt to overthrow the govern- 
ment of Coamano, his successful rival in the 
contest for the presidency. During his exile, 
partly to. amuse himself and partly to keep 
his hand in, Alfaro has fulminated sundry 
violent manifestos against the law and order 
party in Ecuador; and the latter, in their 
turn, have consistently held him up to 
public execration as the apostie of 
anarchy and aguaradiente. But he now comes 
out inthe novel characterof adefender of 
injured innocence and a vindicator of perse- 
cuted patriotism, and all Guayaquil is torn up 
over a letter he has sent here from Lima. The 
circumstances are these: Last December a 
youth named Modesto Rivadeneira, formerly 
employed in the preventive service, ab- 
sconded with $10,000 of the funds of the pro- 
vincial treasury, to which he had been trans- 
ferred. The event created a great sensation, 
as Rivadeneira belonged toone of the best 
known families ip Guayaquil; but the sen- 
sation was intensified when it was learned he 
had left a letter with the editors of the radical 
organ here, in which it was declared that he 
was actuated by no mercenary motives, but 
had appropriated the money simply to devote 
it to ‘‘the cause of his convictions.’’ It was 
openly hinted that he was not without accom- 
plices, who had secured agood share of the 
plunder, and for a time public feeling ran 
high; but the attempted assassination of 
Coamano and the perpetual excitement of 
South American affairs soon caused it to be 
forgotten, and Rivadeneira escaped to Peru, 
taking his booty to Alfaro. Rivadeneira’s 
mother, however, was unwilling that herson’s 
memory should rest under a cloud, and she 
demanded a letter from Alfaro exculpating 
him. Alfaro ges replied, and the lad 
at once caused his vindication to be printed, 
accompanying it with an address in which she 
begged the public to observe that the funds 

‘* DISPOSED OF’’ BY HER SON 
had been delivered to the last cent, and that 
he reserved no part of them for himseif. 
Alfaro’s letter is as follows: 
To Teresa A. V. De Rivadeneira: 

MADAM—It has been a source of great satisfaction to 
me to have met in this city your estimable son, 
Mr. Modesto Rivadeneira, who was providentially 
saved from the implacable enemies of youth and of 
progress in our country. The Liberal party has much 
tobe grateful for to your son. The step he took 
deserves high praise, for it proves the solidity of his 

rinciples ata very tender age, and gives hope for the 

uture. The honesty with which he has acted in hand- 

ing into my hands the last cent of the money 
which he obtained by his bold attempt, is the most 
brilliant defense that he can present to obtain the 
sanction of all good people and to prove the purity of 
his 8 I therefore congratulate you, madam, 
in the name of the liberal cause and in my own, on 
the distinguished behavior of your Modesto, and I 
offer you my respects and sincere friendship. Your 
obedient servant, ELOY ALFARO. 

Lima, February 5, 1886. 

The cool impudence ofthis interesting pro- 
duction has excited the fervid temperament 
of the loyal Ecuadorians to a condition of ebul- 
lition. Rivadeneiras’ offense is condoned, and 
the youth himself is regarded as a sort ot mar- 
tyr.Alfaro is branded as — unfit to live. His 
conduct is held up as an insult to Peru, whose 
hospitality be repays by encouraging felony 
and offering a premium to crime, andthe Re- 

ublic is solemnly warned that if it persists 

n harboring such traitors it will haye to set 
up the gallows,like Colombia, in order to save 
itself from ruin. 

The Government organ, El Anotador, winds 
up an indignant article on the subject with 
this finely rhetorical outburst: Shades of 
Rocafuerte, Olmedo and other patriots, who 
in the good days of the Republic 
strove that Ideral cause which 
Alfaro now turns to ridicule: In your 
haunts beyond the tomb you must despair that 
you cannot come forth and piace your icy hand 
upon the forehead of this reprobate and cry, 
‘avaunt, thou liest.’ But there are a million 
of your descendants who well know how 
to punish the eyil doers. Rest tranquil, ven- 
erable shades; rather than suffer the dominion 
of iniquity the sons Ecuador will join you in 
the tomb.

A Bucket Shop Failure—The Grain Export 
Trade—Exchange Notes. 

Mr. Isaac Mcliroy of Budgett, James, Branth 
& Co., of Bristol, Eng., was on the floor of 
the Exchange yesterday with George Bain and 
several local grain exporters. The 
house which he represents is one of 
the heaviest grain importing firms of 
Bristol and Mr. Mclivoy is taking his annual 
tour in this country, in the interest of the 
trade. President Cobb, Redmond, Cleary and 
other exporters did their best to convince Mr. 
Mellroy that it was more advantageous to buy 
— 14 Louis and ship it by wax of New 

rleans than to buy it in New York. His firm is 
now handling large amounts of grain in 
New York. e on y thing Mr. Mellroy said 
he was afraid of in handling grain in 
this way was its bein injured by 
heat in passing south, through New Orleans 
but Mr. Cobb proved rather conclusively that 
there was little of that. Grain 
can be by duy- 
ing here and pping | barge 
south than by bying in New York and as to the 
heating Mr. Cobb said thatifthe tonnage was 
ready to take the ain when it 
arrived in New Orleans there was no danger 
at all as the rain is  handied 
carefully, and is given a blowing when trans- 
ferred from barge to ship. He says he is ship- 
— right along in this way, aud recently sent 

alf a million bushels to his importer. 
The chief difficulty in the way of a larger 
volume of shipments by this route is the fact 
that the tonnage is not always 
ready at New Orleans and has 
to be provided. This difficulty, however, 
can easily be overcome as there is plenty of 
tonnage and plenty of capital ready to be used 
for 12 purpose as soon as business war- 
rants it.
